TTie  'ATheat  and  "barley  crops  cf  Scotland  for  1^22  are  slightly  "below  those 
of  1921,  The  production  of  oats  has  increased  soirev/hat.  The  estimate  of  the 
potato  crop  for  I922  is  5,67U,000  "bushels  more  than  the  crop  last  year. 

The  estimated  production  of  wheat  in  Nor\7ay  is  consideralDly  "below  that  of 
last  year  "but  is  almost  twice  as  much  as  the  pre-war  average  for  1909-13- 
rye  production  is  decreased  "but  oats  and  barley  have  increased.    The  potato 
crop  for  1922  is  6,50S,000  "bushels  more  than  the  amcunt  produced  last  year. 

The  total  dairy  production  of  Argentina  during  I92I  was  the  largest  ever 
reported.    Cheese  production  was  somewhat  "below  that  of  the  previous  year,  while 
"bufoer  production  increased  from  62,892,000  pounds  to  72,295,000  pounds.  The 
production  of  casein  increased  12  per  cent.    Approximately  70  per  cent  of  the 
butter  is  exported. 

For  the  year  ended  June,  1922,  Australia  exported,  according  to  preliminary 
reports  127,31+7,000  pounds  of  butter  as  compared  with  92,Ii21,pOO  pounds  in  I921 
and  39 p » 000  pounds  in  I92O,    More  "butter  and  condensed  milk  and  less  cheese 
were  p3:'oduced  in  Australia  in  I92O  than  in  the  preceding  year. 

Butter  production  in  Canada  in  I92I  increased  approximately  10  per  cent 
over  the  I920  production.    Practically  this  same  rate  of  increase  has  "been  sus- 
tained each  year  since  I9IS.    Cheese  production,  vvhile  greater  than  in  I92O  was 
still  less  than  in  an^^i^lJent  year.    Condensed  milk  production  declined  approxim.ate- 
ly  15  per  cent. 

Denmark  is  nearing  her  pre-v/ar  "butter  production  with  231,000,000  pounds 
in  the  year  ending  March  3I,  I922.    In  addition,  the  recent  production  cf  cheese 
for  export  is  becoming  an  important  factor  in  Denmark* s  dairy  industry.  The 
estimated  cheese  production  for  I922  is  approximately  62,000,000  pounds.  Erports 
of  butter  which  in  I92I  slightly  exceeded  those  of  I9I3  were  still  on  the  increase 
during  the  first  9  months  of  1922.    Cheese  exports  In  I92I  were  the  largest  vcp 
to  that  time  and  have  declined  somewhat  in  1922.    G-reat  Britain  is  the  best  market 
for  Danish  butter,  but  since  the  war  the  Danes  have  divided  their  exports  among 
other  countries  and  are  not  so  dependent  upon  Great  Britain  for  a  market. 

The  number  of  cms  in  France  including  Alsace-Lorraine  is  less  than  in 
1913 •    'J'^ie  proportion  of  cows  to  total  cattle  is  greater.  • 

G-ermany,  prior  to  the  war,  was  second  only  to  the  United  Kingdom  as  an 
importer  of  butter  with  an  import  in  I913  of  practically  120.000,000  pounds.  By 
1920  this  had  fallen  to  17,000,000  pounds,  and  diiring  the  first  §  m^onths  of  I922 
was  only  about  3,300,000  pounds.    Cheese  inrports,  on  the  other  hand,  were  in  I92O 
only  slightly  below  those  of  I913 .

The  ctct-u^l  decrease  from  the  pre-war  total  nic^ier  of  cattle  in  Eussia 
iS  -ac^,  resulted  in  a  proper cicne.te  decrease  in  the  ni;cDer  cf  cows,  ine 
/.irli^f  explanation  for  this  is  that  the  cov;s  afforded  feed  rasoiorces  for  icujediate 
consuiption  rather  than  resources  for  futm-e  production. 

As  an  exporter  of  cheese  in  1921,  New  Zealand  ranlsed  first,  with  an 
PT^ort  figure  of  153,304,000  pounds.     Caiiada  exported  157,250,000  poimds  annu- 
a".Jy  doiiTig  the  period  of  1909-1913,  and  142,75a,0C0  pounds  in  1920,  and  for 
v'ao^fe  periods  had  first  rank  as  an  exporter.     In  1921  the  llGthorl:inds  exported 
115,279,000  pounds,  or  about  90  per  cent  of  her  pre-war  average.    Of  the  total 
exports  cf  cheese  frorc  all  countries  in  1920  vnd.  1921,  the  Ifcited  Kingdor:.  took 
alCiOf^t  tv?o-thirds,  corqpared  with  ahout  43  per  cent  in  190S-1913.     The  total 
e::ports  of  chaese  from  all  countries  in  1909-1913  \iiere  538,124,000  pounds.;  in 
1920,  450,784,000  pounds;  in  1921,  477,338,000  pounds,  and  of . these  affioimts 
Canada,  New  Zealand  imd  the  Netnerlijads  contributed  65  por  cent,  82  per  cent, 
85  per  cent,  respectively  for  the  years  1909-13,  1920  and  1921. 

The  exports  of  butter  from  Eeninark  in  1921  amounted  to  202,942,000  pounds., 
an  increase  of  7,412,000  pounds  over  1909-1913,  i;ind  37,985,000  po-unds  over 
1920,    Australia,  the  next  in  line  as  an  exporter,  al^o  shows  a  irarked  increase 
over  the  pre-war  period.     The  Netherlands  exporting  43.576,300  -ounds  in  1920 
and  44,528,000  pounds  in  1921,  is  below  a  norr:aJ.  e^^ort  by  about  '£)  per  cent  in 
e.uch  year.     The  United  KingdoL.  iLported  455,489,000  povnds  ann^dally  during  1909- 
1913,  and  372,895,000  pounds  in  1921,  the  icports  for  1921  baing  the  greatest 
sinco  the  war.    Belgium  and  Sv;itzerland  likewise  reflect  material  gains  in 
imports  during  1920  and  1921,
